the official seal our Club? 


LTHOUGH have never seen 

print nor heard before re- 
cently received letter from the 
head office stating that has always 
been the intent the Executive 
Committee eventually require 
100 per cent Guernseys. That, 
true, somewhat encouraging, but 
does not seem afford that much 
needed immediate relief those 
who have kept pure Guernseys 
exclusively and have had meet 
this competition Guern- 
sey produced grade and 
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mixed herds. Nor does seem 
quite fair those grade herd 
owners using the trademark who 
have stated they not want 
ever own pure bred Guernseys ex- 
clusively because they believe grades 
are better suited their particular 
fancy and requirements, who, when 
the 100 per cent Guernsey require- 
ment enforced, will have give 
their use the trademark 
their mixed breeds and grades which 
they prefer. does not seem fair 
unless, course, they were fully 
cautioned the Executive Com- 
mittee the intent eliminate 
their cattle after they had helped 
supplying the demand. have 
said, have never before seen 
heard any such intention the 
part the Executive Committee be- 
ing announced printed any ofits 
literature nor made public any 
way. encourage the further 
licensing grade herds believe, 
have not already done so, 
will have planted thorn bush the 
side the Club that will very 
difficult uproot. Owners 
grade herds will object strenuously 
having the privilege labeling their 
milk taken from 
them, especially view the fact 
that they went into upon being 


American Jersey Cattle Club, 
understand, rules that only 
pure bredscan produce its trademark 
milk, but desiring practical 
licenses breeders who have two- 
thirds pure breds and not over one- 
third grade Jerseys with the provision 
that the grades will entirely 
eliminated within five years. Along 
this line feel that our Club should 
keep out much future trouble 
possible refusing license any 
more grade mixed herds and that

Beyond our comprehension the 
licensing grade and mixed herds 
direct competition with pure 
breds over the protests members 
the Club who maintain only pure 
bred herds, the fees for registering, 
testing and advertising which are 
practically the sole support the 
Club and this, think, justified Otto 
(me) maintaining that the Club 
has been promoting”’ grades rather 
than pure breds licensing them 
produce Guernsey 
that, without such license, 
could not have been labeled Guern- 
sey creating thereby unfair 
competition for Club members and 
their authorized cattle. 


Fitzpatrick two articles 
the Journal, has made special 
point the fact that offered the 
motion which was voted the Club 
1923 protect Guernsey milk 
from both pure breds and grades. 
official has said interest 
that made the original motion 
recognize grade cattle and that 
now have some other purpose 
asking that Guernseys along 
with all others receive the protec- 
tion feel they are entitled.

But the members the 
Club desire, can cease these 
popularize Guernsey Milk, 
and instead make exclusive. 
can make the Guernsey cow the 
rich man’s toy and Golden Guern- 
sey Milk the delight few epi- 
cures. essence that seems 
the problem must solve 
determining whether not the 
national trademark shall 
stricted milk from pure breds. 
There are many reasons for be- 
lieving the best interests the Club, 
breeders, producers, and the public 
will served not putting any 
such radical restriction the prod- 
uction Golden Guernsey Milk. 
Since company has had some 
success popularizing Golden 
Guernsey Milk Southern Cali- 
fornia, may illustrate some 
these reasons out our own experi- 
ence. 


URING the past ten months, the 
sale Golden Guernsey Milk 
Adohr Milk Farms has increased 
only slightly less than 300 per cent. 
these same ten months, the milk 
industry Southern California 
has been staggering under succes- 
sion bitter price wars. With ordi- 
nary milk selling much this time 
for six cents less the store, 
Adohr Certified Golden Guernsey 
Milk sales have doubled—at 
price fifteen cents. During this 
same period, Adohr Pasteurized 
Golden Guernsey Milk 
introduced and reached volume 
equal half our certified Guernsey 
sales—and twelve cents higher. 
When people ever increasing num- 
bers will pay large premium for 
product, may sure two 
things, first, that the product 
excellent, and second, that the pub- 
has been sold it. 
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Dr. Maynard Rosenberger 
Adohr Milk Farms 


has been insinuated that our 
herd composed anything that 
bears remote resemblance 
Guernsey cow. expert lives who 
could over our herd and separate 
the pure breds from the grades. Our 
yearly average butter fat test 
4.98 per cent (which happens 
the national average for pure breds) 
despite our preponderance grades. 
Actually, our herd composed 
several hundred registered Guern- 
sey cattle and large number 
grade cattle the breeding which 
have spent seventeen painstak- 
ing years. the field representa- 
tives the Club will testify, the 
Guernsey Milk from this herd 
very high quality every respect. 
The March, 1934, report the Milk 
Commission the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association shows 
our Golden Guernsey Certified Milk 
test 5.2 per cent fat, 9.8 per 
cent solids not fat, and 1975 
average bacteria per cc. Our color 
standards have always been high. 

But, gentlemen, when Emerson 
said that man with the better 
mouse trap will have path worn 
his did not understand 
modern selling conditions. Regard- 
less the excellence our product, 
the public would not have purchased 
the quantities they did, had 
not spent money tell them about 
it. 


the Los Angeles market, there 
are least six large dairies sell- 
ing Guernsey milk—one having only 
registered cattle and the others 
mixed herds grades and pure 
breds. Only Adohr has trade- 
mark license and only Adohr has 
made any consistent effort in- 
crease the appreciation the gen- 
eral public for Guernsey products. 
the last year, Adohr has spent 
over $50,000 telling the general 
public what distinguishes Guernsey 
Milk from other kinds, why 
better for children, how its richer 
flavor makes pleasure drink 


that daily quart, how can dis- 
tinguished its Golden color, 
how much richer cream and 
solids. 

get this message over the 
public, used three powerful radio 
stations, received 5,000 letters 
appreciation (scores people 
who were born who had lived 
the Isle Guernsey), orders for 
Guernsey products from much 
1,500 miles away (which, course, 
space newspaper advertisements 
went intoSouthern California homes. 
Millions saw colorful posters, spec- 
tacular displays and car cards. 
reach the well-to-do, used 
class magazines, and for twenty- 
six weeks ran full page advertise- 
ment 
program Los Angeles. All 
this tell about the wonderful 
product our privilege sell 
Golden 
Guernsey Milk. 


Guernsey producers having 
grades their herds, the infer- 
ence that they have been deceiving 
the public, calling their milk 
Guernsey, has been very painful. 
The tests for Guernsey Milk are 
something much more tangible than 
ancestry. Such things color, 
butter fat, and solids are still impor- 
tant determining Guernsey Milk, 
and many grade puts her royal 
sister shame. all the qualities 
that distinguish Guernsey from 
other kinds, ours Guernsey Milk. 
say that such milk deceives the 
public makes easier understand 
why the public likes fooled (if 
does). 

This fine Guernsey Milk, and 
Adohr’s Guernsey advertising, are 
responsible for the demand for 
Guernsey cattle the West. Pure 
bred breeders Oregon and Wash- 
ington will glad testify this 
fact. They know what this popu- 
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larizing the Guernsey has meant 
them the sale their pure 
bred stock. 

This controversy reminds 
very much what happening to- 
day our national capital. Witha 
terrific expenditure human effort, 
toil and suffering, social system 
has been built during the past 
two centuries America, which has 
brought more health, wealth and 
happiness more people than any 
other system theretofore evolved. 
Now, because the imperfections 
that still exist that system, 
proposed throw all overboard, 
the great good with the little bad, 
and substitute for it, something 
new and untried. only society 
were content perfect and safe- 
guard rather than constantly 
starting anew, destroying much that 
has been accomplished. And the 
same token, not the wise, the 
sane thing for the Cattle Club 
constantly step step, year 
year, improve its standards, and ex- 
tend its efforts towards sponsoring 
finer and finer product, rather 
than make radical move which 
would nullify the accomplishments 
the past. 


know that even ulti- 

mate goal 100 per cent pure 
bred Guernseys can only small 
part such program. Such 
things intelligent breeding and 
scientific feeding are just impor- 
tant determining the excellence 
the product. But having the 
product not enough. The public 
must taught appreciate its 
outstanding features—must per- 
suaded pay the premium price 
occasioned its more costly prod- 
uction. this work, the Club has 
played important part and will 
continue but the greater 
part the burden selling the 
must borne those who 
are marketing the product. won- 
der those who are primarily in- 
Guernseys have ever considered the 
debt they owe those marketers who 
great expense themselves, 
have built demand the part 
the public for Guernsey Milk. 
There would little sale fine, 
foundation stock, there were but 


small demand for Golden Guernsey 
Milk. 


OW, the marketer Golden 

Guernsey products 
with problems quite dissimilar 
those confronting the breeder. 
are going content with 
small volume sales, always 
find few customers 
Who will pay any premium, regard- 
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less how high, for the product 
they want. But attempt 
broaden the market, find fewer 
and fewer people who can afford 
large premium. Thus, axiom 
that the larger the volume desired, 
the lower the price must be. Fortu- 
nately, the larger the production, 
the lower the unit cost becomes. 

the case Adohr, our volume 
large enough that can afford 
sell our Golden Guernsey prod- 
ucts only relatively small pre- 
mium (20 per cent per cent) 
over the price ordinary milk and 
the same time engage in- 
tensive publicity campaign ac- 
quaint the people with the merits 
Golden Guernsey Milk. But 
none these things are possible 
our herd were restricted 
pure breds. there ‘were enough 
pure breds available replace our 
grades, the investment required 
would make necessary 
dously increased selling price that 
would immediately destroy our vol- 
ume and make impossible our edu- 
cational campaigns. 


have found the problem in- 
creasing our pure breds very 
difficult—a slow and tedious process. 
are milk producers and perhaps 
that accounts for the careful culling 
do. There incentive for 
keep animals merely because 
they are eligible for registration, 
practice which often results in- 
ferior registered bulls being sold 
herd sires and producing inferior 
animals. have over 300 pure 
breds that deserve the name and 
which are proud. But could 
not double their number ten 
years, nor could any other breeder, 
and have them worth their place 
the sun. 

We, who believe the Guernsey 
cow, believe that she entitled 
dominant position the milk 
industry virtue the superior 
milk she gives. But she will never 
occupy that position prohibitive 
price placed her product and 
since price inevitably governed 
the cost production, any move 
which the Club makes, which has 
the effect greatly increasing the 
cost production, will with ab- 
solute certainty relegate the Guern- 
sey cow position comparative 
obscurity. marketers, 
and alike, would all lose 
such shortsighted move. 


HOPE and believe that this con- 
troversy will have constructive 
influence. has served focus 
our attention the importance 
constantly improving our herds and 
our methods the end that may 


offer constantly improved product 
the public. But seems almost 
ridiculous that anyone should 
seriously consider proposal that 
would completely undo years 
effort the Club and its members 
and divert Golden Guernsey cus- 
tomers the tens thousands 
some other brand. say you 
very frankly, that the thousands 
families who now buy Adohr Golden 
Guernsey Milk buy for its good- 
ness and not because the Guern- 
sey Island Milk Jug which 
proudly bears. rose any 
other name would smell 
and Golden Guernsey Milk tastes 
just fine under any other name. 
Most certainly, the trademark 
distinct sales advantage and 
lose would mean harder sales 
job for us. But the Club and 
the cause the Guernsey cow, 
would mean the loss the not 
inconsiderable force have put 
behind each. 


hard see much logic the 
suggestion that Guernsey milk 
graded the animal’s ancestry. 
If, however, for the purpose breed 
protection, deemed desirable 
grade Guernsey Milk, would not 
more sensible grade according 
Guernsey characteristics, such 
color index and butter fat 
index? The value such system 
grading would once appar- 
ent the public (which Guernsey 
Island ancestry not). would 
place new value good 
pure breds. The breeder who con- 
scientiously culled his herd would 
have real reward for his honesty. 

But effect, our Club doing 
just that right now. The Club owns 
our trademark although produces 
milk. But like Maxwell House, 
which produces coffee, yet has 
the right say what kind coffee 
shall sold under its brand, our 
Club has the right say what kind 
milk shall sold under its trade- 
mark. Like Lucky Strike, which 
has been particular about the qua- 
lity tobacco sold under its brand, 
the Cattle Club has been particular 
about the quality milk sold 
under its trademark. Every milk 
producer selling under the trade- 
mark knows the 
reason for the rapidly growing 
popularity Guernsey Milk. 

opinion, the new regula- 
tion which the Club will put into 
effect January 1935, long 
enough step the right direction. 
that can followed higher 
requirements for grade cows, higher 
standards feeding and color, 
etc., spaced reasonably far enough

this were only the question 
the disposition the milk produced 
members The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, would 
simple matter. is, however, 
necessary take into consideration 
milk produced and marketed 
fluid form all Guernsey breeders 
(whether not they are members 
the Club) the markets con- 
cerned. 


The 1930 United States census 
lists 24,895 Guernsey breeders own- 
ing pure bred females. There are 
the present time 1,688 members 
The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club. This question must con- 
sidered not only the effect 
will have the members the 
Club, but also its effect upon all 
Guernsey breeders. 


Most members have herds com- 
posed exclusively pure breds. The 
1930 census figures, however, would 
indicate that the 24,895 Guernsey 
breeders have average only 
eight pure breds each. 


Since 1929 there has been de- 
cline registrations and transfers 
all breeds livestock. graph 
the decline transfers shows that 
the beginning all the dairy breeds 
dropped about the same propor- 
tions. the last two years there 
has been change. The line repre- 
senting Guernseys 
The lines representing the other 
breeds have continued their down- 
ward course. Unbiased observers 
have attributed the comparative 
improvement Guernsey sales

Jersey breeders claim have 
milk that equal superior 
Guernsey milk. They have 
mark for Jersey milk and Mr. Brant 
says their policy right and ours 
wrong. Five years ago the trans- 
fers indicated the sale twice 
many Jerseys Guernseys. This 
rapidly being reversed and the 
present time transfers 
are excess the Jerseys. 


There demand for Guernseys 
even under the present depressed

The demand for Guernseys 
twice active other breeds. For 
every 100 pure bred Guernseys 
farms (1930 census) were trans- 
ferred during 1933, while the cor- 
responding figure for Holsteins was 
and for Jerseys Whether 
due the milk marketing activities 
other causes, there ac- 
knowledged better demand for

study 1933 Guernsey sales 
public auction indicates that most 
surprising proportion the cows 
went old new breeders who are 
selling Golden Guernsey milk and 
are enlarging improving their 
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herds. 


These men bought Guern- 
seys because their increased re- 
turns for milk sold gave them money 
spend. They spent for better 
Guernseys and provided stimulus 
for the increased Guernsey prices. 


All the dairy breed associations 
are giving consideration the pro- 
motion milk sales, but none 
true that the stimulation provided 
milk marketing activities has 
some relation increased Guernsey 
transfers, must follow that the 
policy The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club regard the milk 
work has not far been injurious 
the breed. 


compared the other dairy 
breeds, the correspondingly greater 
cattle sales and higher prices may 
attributed partly greater ex- 
penditures for advertising the merits 
the breed. Undoubtedly, the 
pure bred breeder must have con- 
sideration because the original funds 
used promoting the work came 
exclusively from registration and 
transfers registered Guernseys. 


compilation figures all 
herds producing Golden Guernsey 
milk for 1933 indicates that per 
cent the herds were composed 
exclusively pure bred Guernseys. 
the total cows producing Golden 
Guernsey milk for 1933, 61.9 per 
cent were pure breds. For the four 
years 1930-33 the total expendi- 
tures The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club and the active milk 
marketing state associations was 
$445,557.54. this amount, 
little less than $60,000 came from 
registrations and transfers. The 
remainder was provided from royal- 
ties milk sales. Approximately 
per cent the cows producing 
Golden Guernsey milk being grade 
Guernseys, evident that grade 
cows these four years provided 
nearly $150,000 advertise the 
Guernsey breed. About corre- 
sponding amount was provided 
breeders having part pure breds and 
part grades their herd. 1933 
The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club distributed 3,200,000 pieces 
literature which was nearly 
times much any other dairy 
record association. Golden Guern- 
sey milk producers paid for and dis- 
tributed 2,500,000 pieces breed 
milk promotion literature, nearly 
200 times much any other 
dairy breed association. This 


big contribution breed promo- 
tion. 
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Guernsey breeders who read the 
Holstein-Friesian World and some 
other breed publications have no- 
ticed recent issues the tendency 
take sly digs our Golden 
Guernsey activities. They not 
under-estimate what have done. 
Other dairy cattle breeders appre- 
ciate and expect profit any 
dissension the Guernsey ranks. 


Guernsey breeders who feel that 
the marketing milk from grade 
Guernsey cows displacing milk 
from their pure bred Guernseys 
usually overlook some fundamental 
merchandising factor that has been 
the real contributing cause the 
decline their business. This has 
been especially true during the de- 
clining price era the last five 
years. The milk distributor selling 
milk from grade Guernseys either 
giving better service putting out 
better product and hence get- 
ting the business. The only possi- 
ble way for the pedigree cattle 
breeder have prevented competi- 
tion from grades would have been 
have made certain that pure 
bred bull was ever bred non- 
pedigree cow. Instead doing 
this, every effort has been made 
encourage farmers grade their 
herds the use pure bred bulls. 


have condition that must 
met. There are certain obvious 
facts; viz: (1) will always have 
competition from milk high grade 
Guernsey cows that equals ap- 
proximates quality milk from 
pure bred cows. (2) can’t 
legislate cow’s milk off the market. 
(3) The housewife not interested 
whether milk produced 
pure breds grades. (4) The milk 
consumer will ultimately purchase 
what she considers the best milk 
secured the lowest cost. (5) 
All the arguments the world will 
not hold her she can get milk 
equal better quality lower 
cost. 


probable that the United 
States today there are many 
more pure bred unregistered Guern- 
seys than there are pure bred regis- 
tered Guernseys. There are great 
many more high grade Guernseys, 
the results five ten top crosses, 
that produce milk which the 
bottle cannot distinguished from 
milk registered Guernseys. 


Regardless how Guernsey 
breeders may feel about the ques- 
tion pure breds and grades, they 
must face the fact that until meth- 


may devised which the dis- 
tributor and the consumer can tell 
the difference between milk from 
registered Guernseys and milk from 
unregistered high grade Guern- 
seys, they are playing with fire 
the milk from unregistered high 
grade Guernseys excluded from 
trademark sales. Nothing could 
more satisfactory from the stand- 
point the big milk distributors. 
are playing into their hands 
when eliminate part our 
milk from our control and allow 
them buy the market price 
and sell competition with our 
product usually one two cents 
per quart less than the price received 
for Golden Guernsey. 


Also quoting, ‘‘As Guernsey 
our standards, arrange our market- 
ing efforts and provide for dis- 
tributors product service 
which they can get other way 
and can get our share the 
business. the big distributors 
can secure product equal ours 
they are not interested Golden 
Guernsey milk. must have 
something they cannot get any 
other 


There will always some milk 
from Guernsey cows that because 
the unwillingness producers 
cooperate inability meet our 
requirements, will sold regular 
market milk. Our success, how- 
ever, controlling and continu- 
ing the milk marketing activities 
ties which have already started 
will depend primarily upon our 
ability organize and market all 
the Golden Guernsey milk that can 
meet our standards for (1) safety 
from health standpoint, (2) cream 
line, (3) color and flavor. can- 
not this with part the milk 
sold under our trademark and 
greater proportion direct com- 
petition under the name 
any other competing name and 
correspondingly lower price the 
markets where sold. 


Some the best trademark at- 
torneys available America have 
made exhaustive study the 
rights The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club the Golden Guernsey 
trademark and have expressed con- 
courts have upheld the right co- 
operative non-profit organizations 
hold and enforce trademarks. 
not know what authority

The consumption dairy products 

Consumption plays most important part with the 

breeders Guernsey cows. For the 
past year consumption has been low every product 
that can traced back milk. There little doubt 
but with increased consumption and the usual culling 
the dairy business will back normal. 

For instance, the amount milk and cream used 
per capita 1933 there was 53.1 gallons compared with 
57.1 gallons 1929. With butter, 1931 was the high 
year when eighteen pounds per capita was used com- 
pared with 17.4 pounds during the past year. Cheese 
has remained quite constant with the high point 1930 
with 4.71 pounds and the low 1933 4.15 pounds. 
Condensed milk dropped from high 2.75 pounds 
1.57 pounds, while evaporated milk dropped from 14.41 
12.51 pounds. Even ice cream took its part de- 
creased consumption from three gallons per capita 
1929 1.96 gallons during the past year.

say is. 

One the reasons put forth 
the meeting held New York be- 
fore the resolution for protection 
Guernsey milk was adopted, for 
secondarily protecting grade Guern- 
sey products was that the pure bred 
breeders were dependent upon the 
grade herds buy their surplus 
bulls—therefore, grades got second 
consideration. have felt that 
necessary anything for 
grades the Club should have sec- 
ond class for them rather than put 
them with the pure breds. 
grade milk Guernsey milk, further 
would give dairymen incentive 
work pure breds they 
could sell Guernsey milk when they 
got Guernsey herd rather than 
forced sell grade milk long 
they had only grades. The pro- 
posal for second class adopted 
the Annual Meeting has not been 
acted upon because, has been 
stated, would ‘‘too compli- 
Putting the milk grades 
the same class with pure breds 
removes all incentive and necessity 
for dairymen buy more pure 
breds. stated one owner 
large mixed herd, grades, often 
having more rugged conformations, 
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are more suited stand the hard- 
ships the rough treatment they 
receive some large commercial 
herds. For his purpose grades suit 
him better and long can 
label his milk Guernsey Milk 
does not want any more pure breds 
than has have. course, 
has buy some Guernsey bulls 
and cows, but may even use 
grade bulls. While have sold 
over 600 bulls for breeding purposes 
and for prices that most dairymen 
consider high, the sale bulls has 
been one the most disappointing 
phases our business. The ex- 
pense attached raising only good 
bulls out record cows age 
when they are ready for service and 
the dairymen will buy them just 
about meets the prices received for 
them. This return less than 
per cent the amount received 
from the sale milk. So, while 
may have been doing something for 
humanity and other dairymen, 
breeding and selling bulls which will 
improve the quality the milk from 
their grades, have often wondered 
the breed not hurting itself 
creating this competition for itself. 
long the improvement could 
traced Guernsey cows 
could always argue that our pure 
breds had the maximum good 
qualities whereas the grades only 
had part. Now since the Club 
advertises that its Golden Guernsey 
Milk genuine Guernsey milk, 
even though from grades, just 
about convinced that would have 
been better for the owners Guern- 
seys never have sold any bulls 
other than pure bred herds. The 
breed would have held its exclusive 
advantages greater degree and 
for longer time and would not 
have created competition that, with 
the aid the Club, taking its 
business least making the get- 
ting more difficult. Mr. Fitz- 
patrick points out his

tion the Executive Committee may 
justified understanding that 
protection desired and the 
present policy satisfactory. 

There undoubtedly are grades 
that give milk equal Guernsey 
milk quality, possibly some give 
milk that superior, however, in- 
asmuch generally admitted 
that the grades got their superior 
qualities from the pure breds 
can assume that general propo- 
sition can accept fact that 
comparing the two, Guernseys 
and Guernsey grades, the average 
pure bred milk superior the 
average grade milk. Mr. Fitz- 
patrick tells the Journal that 
even with pure bred Guernsey cows 
have many that are low testers 
for yellow color their milk and 
that more concerned about 
culling these out than any other 
problem that may confront the 
near future. Does this not indi- 
cate the membership that have 
enough problems within our own 
breed bettering our cattle, their 
color rating, their milk and fat pro- 
duction and transmission future 
generations; disease control and 
elimination without taking the 
promotion and problems hodge 
podge grade Cattle? Would 
not serving the breed better 
spend the money obtained from the 
transfer fees and entries Guern- 
seys bettering our own breed than 
diluting their product with milk 
from cattle outside our Club and 
making representation the un- 
sophisticated public that this 
Club has always intended eliminat- 
ing grades now states, why did 
itever will have 
advertise its milk the future 
being superior article, unsur- 
passed, and that occurs then 
will follow that this time the di- 
lution with milk inferior 
Guernsey and for the purpose 
increasing consumption decep- 
tive basis, which was unthinkable 
policy, stated the editorial, 
back 1923. 

The head office has made the 
statement that folly expect 
the trade buy milk basis 
This, think, entirely 
wrong. correct then the 
Guernsey Milk, Holstein any 


other breed milk has been folly 
along with the program advertising 
any product that bears name that 
stands for long line established 
accomplishment, such the Guern- 
sey name does. The name Guern- 
sey itself, when applied cattle, 
stands for thousand years breed- 
ing which has resulted cattle that 
produce superior quality milk. 
The name milk what 
silver and just Sterling 
means silver definite purity 
should Guernsey stand for purity 
the breed that bears that name. 
the dilution that purity that 
excludes the offspring Guernseys 
from the Herd Register and the 
dilution their milk should exclude 
that mixture from selling under the 
breed name. The name the 
pedigree and the people learn 
order milk its pedigree name. 
The head office also takes the 
stand that neutral the sub- 
ject whether milk 
should produced its cattle 
grades carrying some the blood 
its cattle. This seems 
most unusual stand for or- 
ganization take that for the 
sole purpose protecting the purity 
breed and its product and pro- 
moting its interest. seems 
the Club should anything but 
neutral that should very parti- 
san for Guernseys within the or- 
ganization first, last and all the 
time. know what would happen 
any other organization that any 
you turned the protection and 
promotion your business over 
and remained neutral those 
purposes. don’t think the Club, its 
officers the Executive Committee 
(all fine men) are really neutral, 
just think drifted into this milk 
promotion programand doesn’tknow 
just how best correct the situa- 
tion. When the situation, Otto 
said, one the pocketbook 
and believe the breeders 
will firm and want the Club 
maintain the highest ethical prac- 
tice and the situation corrected and 
protection restored their pure 
bred cattle. Fewer cows producing 
Guernsey milk may make national 
advertising campaign impractica- 
ble, but will also make possible 
for keep more exclusive mar- 
ket; improve the quality our 
product faster that can make 
our market even more secure; 
will make higher prices for our su-

Mr. Fitzpatrick has done won-
